Presentation to Sheriff Cunningham. 


¡From the Stockton Independent., Jan. 18th.] 
On Saturday last our ]sipu lar Sheriff, 
Tom Cunningham, was 111 ado the re­ 
cipient of a valuable horse at the hands 
of J. M. Hogan, Esq. A crowd of 
Cunningham's friends were notified of 
what was to take place, and at -I o’clock 
i\ m. some forty or fifty gentlemen 
wore dongregateu in front of Evans & 
O’Brien’s store, 011 Main street, en­ 
gaged in adm iring a fine gray horse. 
The unsuspecting Thomas was sitting 
¡11 his office in the Court House, read­ 
ing the Penal Code, when Roundsman 
Murphy entered aud handed him the 
following forgery: 
“ J a n u a r y 10, 1875.

The Story Not Naif Told. 


To the Eastern and European ear a 
flavor of exaggeration attaches to 
w hat it is now the fashion to w rite of 
California. A very fqw ywirs ago our 
State was com paratively isolated and 
was principally known as the region 
where adventurous m en came to seek 
suddeu fortunes. 
Very few Califor­ 
nians them selves know much of the 
agricultural, pomological and other 
capabilities of a State which now-a- 
days exports more than half the wheat 
sent from the U nited States to foreign 
lands, and in which three-fourths ot 
the wine which to-day is made in the 
United States is m anufactured. It was 
In 1857, in fact, th a t J o h n B . A V e l l s , 
from his seat in the U nited States 
Senate, said th a t he would not give 
“ two b its” for all the agricultural 
lauds in California. 
H e thought he 
knew the State from A lpha to Omega, 
and yet how com pletely he was de­ 
ceived the record of the last seven 
yeans shows w ith a luminousness that 
leaves no possibility of doubt. 
S i n c e 
th a t day the C alifornita tried bis 
“preutice hand” at farm ing, and his 
State to-day leads the roll of produc­ 
ing sisterhood. 
I t is really a case of 
“ Eclipse first, and the rest nowhere.” 
Stories 
of achievem ents in every 
range of agriculture go East, and the 
staid citizen of th e older States is in­ 
credulous. 
Mrs. 
C a l h o u n , G r a c e 


G r e e n w o o d and N o r d i i o f e came 
here and confirmed the flattering tale, 
and still our E astern brethren could 
not resist th e belief th at a race of 


M u n c h a u s e n s or P r e s t o r J o h n s was 
growing up on th e Pacific coast,whoso 
lively im agination dwarfed th e “ long 
bew” of I r v i n g ’s D olph H eyligero. 
M uch such a 
m istake as Senator 


W 
e l l e r mado w ith regard to Califor­ 
nia at large has been made by the 
people of this State, until recently, 
w ith reference to Los Angeles county. 
I t was ranked as a “ cow ” county. 
L ittle good could be expected to come 
out o f the beautiful N azareth which 
stretched its am ple dom ain, if not 
“from the centre allround to the sea,” 
at least from the borders of San B er­ 
nardino county to Point Dum a, reach­ 
ing lengthw ise a distance of several 
hundred miles. 
I t was looked upon as 
a great region upon which to herd 
sheep and horned cattle. 
Presently 
admission had to he made in San 
Francisco of the delicious quality of 
the Los Angeles table grape, which, 
en passant, wc may os well say, is the 
finest in the world. 
Alm ost sim ul­ 
taneously the Los Angeles orange 
commended itself to an appreciation 
th a t could not bo witheld, owing to 
its unrivalled excellence. 
N ext came 
the Los Angeles wine and brandies. 
Soon it began to be observed that Cal­ 
ifornia was producing fully one-half 
the wool grown in the United States, 
and that Los Angeles county contrib­ 
uted a large proportion of tiie total 
yield of California. 
N ext, the figs, 
raisins, w alnuts, and lust, though not 
least, and perhaps destined to be the 
most im portant, the tobacco of Los 
Angeles county, fought their way to a 
tardily accorded, but trium phantly ac­ 
complished, recognition. 
Los Ange­ 
les has lately started in to dem onstrate 
the fact that, if Sun Francisco lias a 
Comstock lode, site lias as good a 
placer in P am u n in t; and two years 
will not have passed before the claim 
will have been conceded. In addition, 
hor petroleum wells will contest the 
palm w ith Venango county, Pennsyl­ 
vania. The progression we have de­ 
scribed docs not tell the whole story 
for Los Angeles county. 
The tourist 
for pleosnre and the valetudinary be­ 
gan to come our way. 
They found a 
rapidly grow ing city, surrounded by 
every indication of substantiality and 
wealth. They discovered for the first 
tim e th a t we have iu Los Angeles 
county a region of indescribable fer­ 
tility and beauty, which, in the Spring 
tim e of the year, more th an realizes 
the beauties descried by B y r o n iu the 
poem, "K now ye the land,” etc. Tiiey 
were in the m idst of a region where 
the graceful palm -tree frequently lifts 
itself from a grove of oranges, and 
where the bright, garish beauty of the 
pom egranate is tem pered by the deep, 
cool green of the fig. They found that 
a land w hich bad been described to 
them as arid and fit only for pastur­ 
age, and w hich was supposed to be 
subject to continuous and rarely inter­ 
m itted drouths, was in fact the most 
poetical section of the United States— 
full of accomplished beauty and wealth 
and unlim ited in its possibilities. 
It 
is of those last th a t we design to 
speak, and we intend incidentally to 
discourse of the “ alm ighty dollar.” 
A t no tim e in the history of the place 
has Los Angeles been free from croak­ 
ers. And y et it is singular that these 
people have been unable to perceive 
th at th eir city is to-day the richest 
place of its size on the American Com 
tinent. 
And it is not w ealth th at lias 
been centuries accum ulating, as in the 
case of m any Eastern cities. 
The 
whole thing has been accomplished iu 
tiie last ten years. 
It is not commer­ 
cial w ealth, but the profit arising from 
dow nright agricultural and horticul­ 
tural productions. 
Of course wo arc 
to-day benefited by a large im m igra­ 
tion, draw n here by the beauty of Los 
Angeles and by the certain and bril­ 
lian t futuro th at aw aits the place. 
M any of the four hundred buildings 
which have been erected w ithin the 
city lim its during the past six m onths 
have been b uilt by persons of means, 
who have sensibly concluded th a t of 


all localities, this is the place for ele­ 
gant and beautiful homes; a place 
where they can enjoy a clim ate which 
sham es th a t of N ice and M entone; 
where the heliotrope grows to such 
size th at it can he trained over the 
second story ot a house, bloom ing in 
m id-w inter, and w here California ca­ 
naries and m ocking birds sit on th? 
boughs of the orange and lemon trees 
and pour out their delicious songs in 
February. 
B ut the tivo thousand per­ 
sons who are com ing into Lbs Angeles 
county annually are ooming hero to 
m ake money, and we propose to take 
a glance at their chances. 
These last 
are num erous. In tiie first place, and 
we would proclaim it in G ath and an­ 
nounce it boldly in Asknlon, Los An­ 
gelos county is capable of containing 
one m illion prosperous people; and, 
some day or other, she will hold that 
num ber. The area of productive farm ­ 
ing ¡and in this county is sim ply 
prodigious. 
H itherto the ridiculous 
idea has been held that only such 
lands arc available as can be irrigated. 
T hat is the idea held by strangers. It 
is as aerial and unfounded as the base­ 
less fabric of a vision. 
To show how 
entirely absurd it is, it is only neces­ 
sary to instancy the fact that, in the 
worst years of drouth, 1863 and 1S64, 
over four hundred thousand dollars 
worth of produce was shipped from 
this county. 
There are 
extensive 
tracts of him I in Los Angeles comity 
which are as completely independent 
of irrigation as the bottom lands of 
the Mississippi or the farms of Ches­ 
ter county, Pennsylvania. 
In the sec­ 
ond place, until tw enty years ago, no 
one over heard of drouth in this coun­ 
ty, and we are likely to have a succes­ 
sion of a dozen years characterized by 
the copious rains of the present sea­ 
son. 
Old Californians, who have 
lived in this county for nearly three- 
quarters of a century, affirm t hat 
w ithin their recollections there have 
been but five seasons of drouth w ithin 
the last h alf century. 
It was a t first 
thought th a t no lands in California 
adm itted of cultivation, and yet this 
erroneous idea did not prevent a young 
farm er, who began in 1865, from real­ 
izing $120,000 from the cultivation in 
w heat ofl'of 600 acres of land in Santa 
Cruz county, a tiling which could not 
bo done w ith 6,000 acres in the East. 
Another farm er who purchased in the 
beginning of last year, 160 acres of 
land lying near the Centinela Rancho, 
for which lie paid $25 per acre, sowed 
the whole to barley, and the crop 
netted him $37 50 per acre. 
In con­ 
sidering the rainfall in Los Angeles 
county it should not be forgotten that 
the rain-gauge for several years past 
has showu a less rainfall than comes 
throughout more than half of the 
State of Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, Missouri and Kansas. Besides 
here wc have no grasshoppers to m ake 
us afraid, and no potato bug to recall 
to our memory P h a r o and the lean 
kine. N ot only can great portions of 
Los Angeles county be farmed without 
irrigation, but if it were established 
that irrigation be needed, artesian 
w ater can 
be 
obtained 
at slight 
depths over a large portion of this 
county, and 
inexhaustible 
surface 
wells everywhere. This, of course,in­ 
volves some slight outlay, but the re­ 
sults are immense. 
We are prepared 
to dem onstrate th at an industrious 
man can m ake more money ofl'of ten 
acres in Los Angeles county than off 
of fifty acres in Ohio or Pennsyl­ 
vania. It is a well known fact th at, 
in these States, the average yield of 
w heat to th e acre lias fallen to eight 
or nine bushels. 
This would give a 
gross yield to the acre of from $10 to 
$11, or a n et yield of less than $5 per 
acre. Compare tills with the results 
in the case of the two farmers instanced 
above. Take ten acres of grapes in 
Los Angeles county, raised for the 
purpose of being converted into wine. 
The yield from General S t o n k m a n ' s 
one hundred acre vineyard for the 
year 1874 was 30,000 gallons of wine 
and 7,000 gal ions of brandy. These are 
staple article's all the world over, and 
need never fear a glutted m arket. The 
taste for the pure wine of California is 
constantly on the increase in the East. 
General S t o n b m a n sold his wine in 
the vats for fifty cents per gallon, 
m aking for th e whole crop of wir.e 
and brandy some $17,000. 
The total 
outlay was $1,640, leaving a net profit 
per acre of $154. The General only ir­ 
rigates his grapes once a year, and he 
savs they will grow to perfection 
w ithout irrigation anywhere in Los 
Angeles county. 
As they hare pro- 
lificiilsy in th eir third year the vine- 
yardest is well rewarded for ids w ait­ 
ing. The enorm ous profits of orange, 
lem on and lim e culture are well un­ 
derstood. 
As the orange tree docs 
not yield a paying crop until it lias 
attained the age of nine or ten years, 
persons of sm all means are restricted 
to grow ing them merely in their gar­ 
dens. 
B ut it is a rare delight to an 
E astern person to lie able to surround 
him self w ith orauges, lemons, figs, 
w alnuts and almonds, all of which 
will, in a few years, be a source of 
profit, and in every stage of growth 
are a source of delight. 
Tobacco will 
yield five crops in the year, and will 
pay a profit of from $500 to $800 per 
acre. 
A t the recent sales in Louis­ 
ville, K entucky, California tobacco 
sold at from 80 to 100 per cent, above 
all other brands. 
W ith m illions of 
acres of the finest land under the sun, 
w ith pure, sweet water 
accessible 
everyw here w ith very slight expendi­ 
ture of m oney and time, w ith the 
finest clim ate in the world, and with 
landscape beauties which charm the 
cultured traveler, we feel assured that 
the half lias not been told as to the ca­ 
pabilities and possibilities of Los An­ 
geles county. The enormous wealth 
which is already gathered here is but 
a circum stance to that which the as­ 
sessor w ill ascertain ten years from 
to-day. 
Our county will be dotted 
with a hundred prosperous villages, 
the centers of surrounding prosperous 
agricultural districts. This city will 
contain w ithin six years twenty-five 
thousand inhabitants. 
Every fertile 
rancho under an intelligent system of 
colonization will contain maiiy hun­ 
dreds of prosperous and contented peo­ 
ple. The twelve inches of rain that 
nave fallen in the last six days augurs 
the beneficence of the w eather clerk, 
but more money can be made in Los 
Angeles county by digging for water 
ana using it, than can be realized 
from tiie sam e number of acres in the 
East, even where the flood-gates of 


heaven are always open. 
There the 
existence of (he farm er is at best a 
m ere slaving for six m onths in the 
year to produce enough feed for his 
cattle for the rem aining six. 
In the 
face of such facts w hat wonder that 
we anticipate a brilliant future for the 
at present prosperous and lovely Los 
Angeles city and valley? 


DRINKING PLACES. 


W h a t 
t h e C i t y F a t h e r s hit:l to S a y 
A h u n t S a lo o n s . 


The City Fathers had an anim ated 
discussion yesterday concerning sa­ 
loons. 
The bond of saloon-keepers 
was raised from $500 to $2,000. 
Mr. H uber was the originator of the 
am ended ordinance. 
H e m aintained 
that 
every 
orderly saloon - keeper 
would <lte w illing to give the addi­ 
tional bond ; only the evil-dispos *d 
ones would howl. 
The “dead-falls,” 
“ foul pits” and “ low gro/gcries” uro 
the curse to the com m unity. 
There 
the desperadoes, cut-throats and sneak 
thieves are sheltered. 
We m ust shut 
these places up. 
Councilman H uber 
said th a t he had seen women go into 
low dens on Los Angeles street, w ith 
m erely a “ chem ise” on, and some 
had less than th at on. 
Mr. Mascare 1 pronounced this a s tu b 
at poor, but resjieclable, saloon men. 
You m ight as well ask them for a 
bond of $50,000 as for a bond of $2,000. 
It, was merely an effort to drown out 
poor m en. If you w ant to raise the 
r i c h saloon m an’s bond, do i t; but let 
t h e s a l o o n - k e e p e r a l o n e . 
Mr. Leahy wanted the “ low dens ” 
closed, as in th a t case not half the 
present police force would be required. 
Mr. W orkm an objected to oppress­ 
ing the poor m an. 
Ju st as much dis­ 
order occurs, ju st as much crim e is 
concocted iu “ guildcd palaces” as in 
the poor m an’s saloon. 
Mr. H uber insisted on the $2,000 
clause. 
H e wanted men to bo able to 
be out at nig h t w ithout having a big 
navy strapped to his rear. 
Owing to 
the bad characters sheltered at these 
low groggeries, a man is frightened at 
night by the mere shadow of a tret'. 
Mr. Licliteuberger said he did not 
desire to close up saloons—lie occa­ 
sionally “ took a nip” him self—but he 
w anted all low dens closed. 
At these 
little saloons, lie had noticed th a t on 
Saturday nights hard working me­ 
chanics* were enticed w ithin 
and 
robbed of their week’s wages before 
they had a chance to go to their 
homes. 
The bond of saloon-mcn was fixed 
a t $2,000 by the following vote: 
Ayes: Leahy, Licliteuberger, H u­ 
ber, Teed, M ullaly, WolfskilT, Robin­ 
son—7. 
Noes: W orkm an, Campbell, Car­ 
m ona, Mascare], Sotello—5. 
Don Mascarel reminded the Council 
th a t the Mayor might veto the ordi­ 
nance, and then it would require a 
two-tlilrds vote to m ake it a law. 
The new ordinance, besides requir­ 
ing a bond ot $2,000, with two or more 
good securities, to keep a bar, saloon 
or dance-house, conditioned th a t the 
proprietor will pay all dues and li­ 
censes; keep a quiet and orderly house 
and prom ptly suppress any disorder 
in his establishm ent, handing the 
disturbers of the peace over to the 
officers of the law. 


A Singular Duel in San Francisco. 


S a n 
F r a n c i s c o , January 20th.— 
Yesterday m orning, shortly aftej day­ 
light, a duel was fought near Black 
Point, in which a physician, resident 
of this city, and a former office-holder 
under the Federal Governm ent in 
Louisiana, who is here on a visit, were 
th e principals. 
The physician was 
accompanied by a friend named Breck­ 
inridge and a Mr. W illiams, of Oak­ 
land, acted as friend for the ex-otllee- 
liolder. There was also a surgeon on 
the ground, but we were unable to 
learn his name. The arms used were 
navy revolvers. The term s were that 
each party should fire until one or the 
other fell. A t tiie first fire the physi­ 
cian was wounded in the left shoulder, 
and that ended the duel. The parties 
separated and the wounded m an was 
taken to the office of a surgical friend 
on S ixth street, where the bullet was 
extracted. 
Tiie physician, who was 
an oilicer iu the Southern arm y under 
Gen. Bragg, was instrum ental in hav­ 
ing the brother of the ex-ofttce-liolder 
shot as a spy. 
The ex-offlce-liolder 
vowed lie would be revenged on the 
m an who had caused liis brother’s 
death. Soon after the war they met 
iu one of the Southern States, but no 
serious results followed. 
A few day# 
ago the ex-office-holder arrived in this 
city on a visit. 
H e heard th a t the 
physician resided here, and sent him 
a challenge, w hich 
was accepted. 
Friends endeavored to prevent the 
m eeting, but their efforts were futile. 
The prelim inary arrangem ents were 
made, and the duel took place as al­ 
ready stated. 
W hen the first word 
was given, they took aim a t each 
other, but at the word “fire,” the phy­ 
sician shot in the air, while th e other 
fired directly at him . 
The physician 
insisted on another shot, hut his an­ 
tagonist refused to fight w ith a man 
who shot in the air. 
W hen the phy- 
sieian found there was not to be an­ 
other trial, lie mado a desperate effort 
to kill himself. 
H e put a pistol to his 
head, but the cap snapped. 
I t is be­ 
lieved th at the physician w ants to die, 
as he lias been very despondent of late, 
and has talked freely about suicide to 
his fiieuds. 


Destructive Avalanches in Nevada. 


v i k o i n i a 
c i t y , 
January 18tli.— 
About 2 o’clock this m orning a heavy 
avalanche took place from the side of 
M ount Davidson, which crushed in 
the rear portion of a houso on Howard 
street, opposite tlio old H ale & Nor- 
cross hoisting works. Three m iners— 
Isaac Jewell, Moses W illey and Thos. 
Cham pion—were sleeping in one of 
the rear rooms,all of whom were buried 
by snow and debris. The neighbors 
aroused and began the work of exca­ 
vating them . 
Campion was taken out 
unhurt, save from e.xposure; Jewell 
was dead when found; Willey was alive 
when taken out, but died 0. m om eut 
afterwards. 
Jew ell was unm arried, 
but W illey leaves a wife and six chil­ 
dren, in Cornwall, England. 
The en­ 
tire house was lifted from its founda­ 
tion and partially overturned. 
A t 10:20 another terrible avalance 
swept down the side of M ount David­ 
son, carrying away two houses on the 
upper side of H ow ard street. 
One of 
them was the residence of W illiam 
Dieble. It was swept from its founda­ 
tion, and the fragm ents were swept 
down the hill two hundred yards. 
Mrs. Dieble, hearing the roar, escaped 
from the falling timbers, but was 
buried in the snow, yet escaping un­ 
hurt. 
Dieble 
was 
rescued 
badly 
bruised, but will recover. The adjoin­ 
ing house was occupied by Fred Beu- 
sou, the jan ito r of the Legislature. 
H is wife and two ohildren, one an 
infant throe m onths old, were in the 
back part of the house. The snow 
struck it, w hich was crushed in, the 


inm ates being buried in the snow. 
W hen entrance was effected the infant 
was found sitting in a chair unhurt. 
The m other and littiegirl w ere rescued 
subsequently almost uninjured.
